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Russian Troops on 
Western Front 


London, April 20.—The arrival 
in France of large numbers of 
Russian troops to reinforce the 
western front has brought great 
joy to the entente allied coun- 
tries, where it is hoped that 
with them fighting shoulder to 
shoulder at different points with 
the British, French and Belgians, 
a material change in the situa- 
tion may shortly develop. The 
moral effect upon the enemy is 
expected to be considerable. 

How many Russians have Leen 
sent ‘across seas by Empcror 
Nicholas is not known, but what 
is described as ‘‘a great flotilla 


of tran ts’? arrived in the 
harbor of Marseilles, and almast 
immediately afterwards ‘anded 
the forces amid the cheering of 
the populace and the’ French 


troops, gathered at the quay to 
greet them, and the roars cf sa 
luting cannon. 

General Joffre, the French com- 


mander-in-chief, in welcoming the 
Russians in an order of the day, 
said they were ‘“‘soldiérs chosen 
from the bravest in the Russian 
armies,, and cotmmanded by off- 
cers of the highest r-nown.”’ 

Coincident with the arrival of 
comes the state- 
ment from Paris that the Ger- 
mans, owing to. the strong re- 
sistance of the French at Verdun, 
are withdrawing large forces 
from their fronts in Russia, 
Serbia, and Macedonia, ard 
throwing them into this hotly 
contested theatre. 


MOKE RUSSIAN TROOPS 
ARRIVE AT MARSEILLES 


Marseilles, April 25.—Marseil- 
les was, again.the centre of tre- 
mendous enthusiasm today,.as 
another contingent of Russian 
troops arrived unexpectedly. 

It was a stirring scene as the 
Russians lined the decks of the 
transports, returning the cheers 
from the crowds along the shore, 
while the flotilla of warshins and 


merchantmen in the harbor sa- 
luted with flags and salvos of 
booming cannon. A regiment of 


French Hussars was drawn up 
along the quay as a guard of 
honor, the French bands playing 
the Russian National Hymn, to 
which the Russian bands respond 
ed with the Marseillaise. 

The Russians formed platoons 
and with flags flying marched 
through the principal streets. 
Everywhere along the route they 
received an ovation. ‘They were 
greeted with a fanfare by the 
French trumpeters of the Gth 
Hussars, and ‘were welcomed | 
when they came out of the 
beats by 150 wounded French 
soldiers who had been transport- 
ed in ambulances and the tram 
cars to the quay. Having heen 
paid this tribute by men who had 
actually shed blood in the com- 
mon cause, the Russians showed 
yreat devction to the Frensh 
wounded and sent up cheers as 
the wounded departed. -

seeds of dissolution. That is the 
great point to keep before us in 
the fiscal adjustment which must 
follow the war. No fiscal adjust- 
ment that would tend towards 
more effective unity was practic- 
able as long as the United Kinrg- 
<dlom was an adherent to the kar- 
ren Cobdenism which passed by 
the mame of Free Trade, co n- 
tinues the Times. That has been 
jettisoned under the stress ot a 
war education. The way has now 
been cleared for an effective com- 
mercial union. That union can- 
not come in the form of inter- 
Imperial free trade. But it can 
come through the agency of an 
Imperial customs union—a union 
whereunder each unit of the Em- 
mire will pursue the fiscal policy 
suited to its own peculiar needs, 
and at the same time adjust 
that policy so that all Empire 
products shall enjoy preferential 
treatment within its borders. 
For that the Empire is ripe, and 
over-ripe, though it has needed 
the shock of war to rouse t he 
British Free Traders from their 
complacent optimism. When that 


time comes we shall claim for 
India just as much freedom in 
framing her fiscal policy to her 


special needs as is claimed by 
the dominions ; the fight will be 
hard, put ultimately we must 
prevail, We shall Gar eapoort in 
that struggle in the wise and 
liberal words in which His Ma)j- 
esty has referred to the future 
of this wonderful land through
